Washington. April With the 

American dogs of war straining at 
the leash and rrothlng at the mouth 
iff a feverish rage to get at the Mex- 
ican mongrels that hnve been bark- 
ing and biting defiantly at t hem. 
the flutter of" wings of peace was 
heard In the war-charffed eitmos- 
phere to-nigUt. 

The three most powerful Latin- 
American nations on the hemisphere 
— Argentinea, Itraalt and Chile, usu- 
ally referred to as the A. B. C. coun- 
tries — tendered their good offices, to 
this (lovernment to mediate the (in- 
ferences between the I'nlted States 
and Mexico, and they were accepted 
by President Wilson. 

• The same proffer has been made 
to President Huerta and (len. Car- 
vanza, representing the contending 
leinenU" in Mexico, but it was not 
up to a late hour known whether 
they likewise have embraced It. 

The hope at the White House and 
State Department is that they will 
accept as readily as this (lovernment 
has done, but In view of the fact 
that mediation inevitably must in- 
volve the elimination of both Huer- 
ta and Carranza as Presidential fac- 
tors. Borne misgiving Is manifested. 

However, the proposal of the 
three Latin-American republics fur- 
nishes the first glimmer of hope that 
the second war between the 1' lilted 
States and Mexico will he of short 
duration. Hut meanwhile the or- 
ders to the army and navy that have 
already been issued will not be 
countermanded and other proposi- 
tions for an invasion of Mexico and 
a blockade of all the seacoast will 
proceed energetically, (ieueral Fun- 
ston's brigade of Infantry which left 
Galveston yesterday aflernoou Is 
near half way to Vera Crux by this 
time, and transports are being pre- 
pared for the balance oj the Second 
Division that is ^mobilized at that 
port. 

The mediation . proposal or the 
South American Republics was sub- 
mitted to Secretary llryan at a con- 
ference with the chief diplomatic 
representatives of those nations this 
afternoon. Following a discussion 
of It with the President It was ac- 
cepted. Subsequently the President 
calTed In Senators Stoiie. Hhively 
and Lodge, representing the Demo- 
crats and Republicans and milking 
members of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations and Representatives 
Flood and Cooper, representing the 
corresponding membership of the 
House Committee on Foreign Af 
lairs. 

Theso> men agreed with the Presi- 
dent that his course in agreeing to 
mediation was wise and Just Hied, 
and soon afterward the White House 
gave out the proposal of the A. II. 0. 
countries and Secretary llryan's re- 
sponse, 

lUMliittiuu Suits Huerta. 

Washington. April 26. Spanish 
Ambassador Rlano announced late 
to-night that lie had received prlvae 
sdvlces from ^Mexico City stating 
that Hen lluerlu has accepted the 
offer of Argentina.

TUT SAYS VXCUt SAM 

PACKS OK.ANTIC TASK 



Newport News, Va.. April 25.— 
Comparing the people of Mexico 
with the Filipinos before the I'nlt- 
ed States took charge of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, former President 
Tnft, addressing the Hampton Nor- 
mal School students on "Mexican 
Problems," last night expressed the 
opinion that the Pnlted States would 
have to send 400. mm troops and 
spend $1,000,000 a day in the event 
oil war with Mexico.* 

He expressed the hope that the 
Mexican siluatton would be settled 
without actual war being declared 
by tills country. He declared that 
in the Philippines this country found 
It necessary to garrison more than 
199 army post* and deejared that 
similar conditions would be found 
In Mexico.' 

The former President had no fear 
of the outcome, but Bald the Pnlted 
States would have to spend several 
years in Mexico before withdrawing 
the troops. Mr. Tdft made no crit- 
icism of the manner in which the 
present Administration is handling 
the Mexican situation, but he ex- 
pressed the belief that the I'nlted 
States is undertaking a difficult 
problem in endeavoring to tranquil- 
lize the Mexicans. 

"War In Mexico," declared Mr. 
Taft, "will mean real soldier work 
and the work that will build char- 
acter with It."

I The rollowlng dis- 
patch was sent by mall to Havana 
in order to avoid the censorship es- 
tablished by C.eneral Huerta. which 
Is more strict than at any time here- 
tofore: 

"livery telegraph wire out of Mex- 
ico City- commercial, railroad or 
cable— Is now watched over by a 
censor, chosen from among the most 
reliable ami Intelligent men In the 
government telegraph service. These 
censors frankly inform would-be 
senders of dispatches that it is not 
a question or the veracity of mes- 
sages, nor whether they disclose 
military movements, hut is merely a 
question of suppressing all news not 
favorable to the government. 
v "Code messages are absolutely 
prohibited, with the exception only 
of bank telegrams. 

"The bankers of Mexico fuccoed- 
ed in having the embargo on these 
mi -sages raised, but only after they 
had proved that the detention of the 
dispatches would seriously embar- 
rass the financial department of the 
govern ment. 

"Newspaper correspondents were 
given to % understand that ir they 
were detected In using subterfuge 
to evade the censorship they would 
find themselves In jail. 

"While Nelson O'Shnughncss.-y 
was acting as the messenger of the 
I'nlted States Coverument to Pro- 
visional President Huerta In the en- 
deavor to avert war between the two 
countries, more than 99 per cent, of 
the Mexican residents in the Federal 
capital went about their affairs in 
total Ignorance of the crisis. 

"Ceneral Huerta ami his ollicial 
family cleverly concealed, even from 
their intimate friends, all knowl- 
edge of strained relations between 
.Mexieo and tk,e Culled States. 

"The general public was even

Washington. April 27 Presi- 
dent Wilson has made a personal 
appeal lo John 0. Rockefeller to 
hrinr about a settlement of the Col- 
orado ioal strike and end the vio- 
lence which has cost a score of lives 
and a large property loss. 

The great financier, who owns a 
large part of the mines affected by 
the strike, in response to a telegram 
from tin- President, declared he had 
tufned over his interests In Colora- 
do to his sop, John I). Rockefeller, 
Jr.. whom he would ask to co-op- 
erate with Chalrnfau Foster, of the 
House Committee on Mines and 
Mill I lis The President sent Mr. 
Poster to New York to-day to talk 
with the younger Rockefeller. 

I'pmi the outcome of the confer- 
enOa depends whether Federal 
troops which have been aBked for 
by all sides of the controversy, will 
be sent to the strike zone. Recently 
the younger Rockefeller, at a hear- 
ing oi tlie Mines Committee of the 
House, said the mine owners would 
light to the end, even though they 
lost all they had invested in Colora- 
do. Since then the conflict has rag- 
ed Willi all the horrors of a national 
warfare. The President, Cabinet of- 
ficers, Senators and Congressmen 
have been Hooded with telegrams 
describing the most gruesome hap- 
penings and terrible scenes. 

"Nothing that has happened in 
Mexico." said a Cabinet officer to- 
day, "compared with the awful 
things that have occurred in Colo- 
rado The public mind has for the 
moment been centered on Mexico 
%nd has not observed the great do- 
mestic strilgle between the strik- 
ers and the militia in Colora- 
do. Senator Thomas, of Colorado. 
I Conferred at ths White House to- 
day and all the members of the Col- 
orado delegation in Congress kept 
in much with the situation. J. W. 
Ilurkhardt. chairman of the Denio- 



plained the whole situation to him. 
As I am to report the result of my 
inti t view to the President, I do not 
feel that I can give the details or 
the conference at this lime. 1 might 
say. however, that I explained that 
the President did not want to -ml 
Federal troops Into the strike dis- 
trict; that the President was trying 
to prevent bloodshed. 

"At the conclusion of the ■fonfer- 
MWt Mr Rockefeller told gM that 
he did not consider himself In a po- 
sition to arbitrate the demand- of 
the miners, and the coufe rc m e end 
ed. I do not believe Mr. Ren keli-1- 
ler will do anything further In the 
matter " 

Neither Mr Rockefeller nor his 
personul counsel would discuss the 
matter.

As originally desig I. the bill 

was to give ahe Slate brewers and 
distillers the same right to ship II- 
<l nor Into "dry" portions of tlje 
State as is now enjoyed 1>> manufec- 
tillers and v> holesalers Of other 

states. Heretofore, Interstate ship 
inents have been permitted while 
the State dealer has been barred. 
The law a* written, however. goes 
much further than its original in- 
tent. 

Section 4 of the act, which ffgg 
II. II. 2llti reads: In am county, 
etc., where the sab' of liiiuor is pro- 
hibited. "It shall be Unlawful lor 

any person to keep, store or possess 
an} su< h Illinois in any room, liuihl- 
ing or st ruclurv. other than the pri- 
vate residence ad such person, ami 
which is not use,! as a place of pub- 
lic resort.'' 

There is a proviso to the section 
which exempts taattnn)a ami rom- 
ii carriers in the act of trans- 
porting liquor.

Chicago. April 24. The problem 
COfl frOfltin'g' the Ituml OrKiinlzatlon 
Service of the Department of Agri- 
culture, was described yesterday by 
Dr. T. N. Cawr. director of the 
service, as two-fr4d: teaching the 
farmer how to earn a satisfactory 
Income and then how to spend it. 
Dr. Carver spoke of his work at the 
conference on DlajiMtlUg and farm 
products. A very little study of 
fanners' organizations in this and 
other countries, he said, would con- 
vince anv one that the effective or- 
ganization of the rural hate feet! was 
one of the most dlfllcult problems 
In the world. 

The ebb f MfaVrattJt, he declared, 
mis due to the fact that the farui- 
ert are the most numerous econom- 
ic ulass in the country. They are 
scattered, they have a wide diversi- 
ty of intn-eKts and many antagon- 
isms, and Hi" process of selection 
tends to leave in the coantry those 
Who are strongly individualistic, 
who prefer to lie their own bosses, 
and who tmve the capacity for self- 
direction. 

"All of these people," he contin-

The bill was designated to c ure 
defects In existing, law relating to 
volunteer forces, and it is relied 
upon to put these forces upon a war- 
time footing almost similar to the 
regular army. 

i:\i. pt for the fact that the vol- 
unteer army would be disbanded 
immediately by Presidential action 
at the close of hostilities which led 
to Its organization, there wonld be 
little difference between It and the 
regular Btandltig nrtny. 

The volunteer army. under the 
terms ol the bill, is to be raised 
when War is existing or "while wnr 
is Imminent," but only after Cob- 
|rOM has given the I 're sident ad- 
thority. Tin ('resident would call 
for volunteers by proclamation and 

make the essary regulations for 

receiving thom Into service. Kn- 
ItatBsenta would be apportioned 
among tin- siates according to popu- 
lation. 

The President appoints the offi- 
cers instead of the Covernors of the 
States, and he has absolute'authori- 
tv to organize brigades and divisions 
without regard tcfStatc lines, a pro- 
vision expected to lead to a rapid 
absorption of the volunteers into 
The enlistment 
as In the reg- 
ular army. 

Officers are to be appointed not 
for particular organttatloaojMt sub- 
ject to proper assignment by the 
War Department, hut no officers 
above tin- rank of colonel will be 
named, and only one staff officer will 
he appointed for each JOO enlisted 
men. \ 

In making appointments the I'res- 
Idenl is required to give prefejrenoa 
to men With honorable discharges 
from the regular army or militia, to 
graduates of military schools and 
may accept the recommendations of 
Covcriiors. , 

The Preaident also is given full 
authority for tin- organization of 
eoaal defenses, inachlne-gun de- 
tachments and "all other adjuncts 
that may !>•• necessary in the prepa- 
ration lor war."

The writer, who was only a few 
miles Troni the scene, talked with an 
cm witness to the murder Of four 
Americans at the hands of the Mex- 
ican federals, commanded by Gov. 
Vega, of Lower California. The

The defenders were either killed or 
driven into the desert. Ilerthold 
was wounded In the leg by a soft- 
nosed bullet that tore away his en- 
tire knee. 

There w;is only one doctor In the 
town l>r. Ceorge Foster, an Amer- 
ican,. Tho wounded adventurer Was, 
carried to the homo of the physi- 
cian. The doctor complained that 
he was not a surgeon, hut Jack M..s- 
by. a Frankfort. Ky.. man who suc- 
ceeded B«rth Old in command, order- 
ed the physician to amputate tho 
limb of the "tieiieral" in the hope 
of saving his leader's life The phy- 
sician at last gave in. and three men 
held llerthold while hi* bjg was 
hacked off with a hand saw anil 
hunting knife, lie lived a week, 
and when he died the Americans 
buried his body at the dead of night 
in an old stable lo prevent the Mex- 
icans from learning of the resting 
place and digging up the body for 
mutilation.

Hear 
Admiral FTank P, KleK her. com- 
manding the American naval forces 
on shore* to-day Issued a proclMina- 
ttOT) to this effect, and the last op- 
portunity Mexican! .had for hand- 
ling their own affairs in Vera Cruz, 
under their own laws, disappeared. 

Admiral Fletcher and Ilia staff de- 
termined that there should be no 
more quibbling with thejdeslean of- 
ficials regarding forms of* govern- 
ment, and until further notice the 
residents of this port will live and 
be judged by militury law. The 
word bus gone forth that disorder 
and unruliness in any form shall re- 
ceive swift and sure punishment 

This proclamation makes Hear 
Admiral Fletcher absolute ruler 
ashore, and It is generally agreed 
that be will use this power, with 
stoical regard for all. to the end 
thnf order shall be maintained. 

It is expected that tile martial 
law proclamation will have another 
effect that of opening tiie way for 
more of the city and Federal em- 
ployes to return to their posts and 
co-operate in restoring the local 
government functions. Mexicans 
point out that these men will now 
be in a position to explain to their 
friends and the existing Oovernment 
at the capital that under martial law 
they felt obliged to return to I heir 
work. • 

An order that all arms be turned 
in by the residents by noon to-day
